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Why Not A 
Vermont 


Corridor? 

There’s only one thing certain 
about the outcome of the present 
European crisis, and that is that 
the trouble which has been keep- 
ing Europe in a turmoil for the 
past three decades will not be 
eliminated either by war or by any | 
kind of negotiation that confines | 

| 


itself solely to the Danzig and the 
Polish Corridor question. The prob- 
lem’s deeper than that, and it may | 
take years to solve it, but sooner | 
or later that fundamental solution | 
has to come if we really want any+ 
thing approaching permanent 
peace. 


Why does Poland want the Po- 


want the Polish corridor? Is it just 
because they like to have more ter- 
ritory per se—or is it because that 
territory is needed by them for 
economic reasons? The Versailles 
treaty gave that stretch to Poland, 
to provide an outlet to the sea 
which Poland badly needed. But 
Germany too needs that territory; 
probably the majority of the think- 
ing people today realize this, even 
if they do abhor the brute force 
methods being tried by Germany’s 
leaders in an attempt to regain 
that territory. 

Why does Poland need a corri-! 
dor to the sea? Why doesn’t se 


mont ask for a slice of Massa- 
chusetts so that it can have free 
access to the Atlantic? It doesn’t 
have to, because Vermont has ex- 
actly the same freedom to move 
persons and goods across Massa- 
chusetts as we ourselves do. And 
therein lies the trouble: boundaries 
are too important abroad just as 
our own United States boundary 
is too important. Economically we 
apply the Golden Rule only to the 
neighbor who lives inside the same 
boundary line that we do; the fel- 
low on the other side has to pay 
a good deal more to partake of the 
resources that Nature happened to 
put within our bounds. 

But there was a time that the 
state boundary lines meant a good 
deal more than they do now. In 
the few years when the country 
was being run under the Articles 
of Confederation before the Con- 
stitution was adopted, each state 
had the right to set up its own 
laws regulating interstate com- 
merce, and they did, the result be- 
ing economic chaos for all of them. 
They found in those few years that 
instead of one state growing rich 
by taxing articles coming in from 
other states, all states were in dif- 
ficulties. One of the wisest things 
the founders of the Constitution 
did was to prohibit this practice. 

It will take a long time for na- 
tions to break down the tariff 
structures upon which their indus- 
tries have been ‘built, ‘but gradually 
that process should be started. 
When it is complete, imperialism 
will no longer have any rational | 
raison d'etre.
